Rules and Suggestions for 
the Presentation of Papers 
At Annual Meeting of 
National Tuberculosis 
Association 


1. Offers of papers to the chair- 
man of a section must be accompan- 
ied by an abstract. All persons, 
whose names appear upon the pro- 
gram for the annual meeting of the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
must present an abstract (not an out- 
line) of their paper, not less than 30 
days in advance of the meeting. The 
Committee on Program of the Na- 
tional Association will cooperate with 
section chairmen in determining the 
various section programs. 

2. A typewritten copy of each 
paper presented at the meeting must 
be submitted to the secretary of the 
section at the time of the meeting, or 
mailed to the office of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, not later 
than two weeks after the meeting: © 

Special Note—Speakers are urgent- 
ly requested to furnish the Publicity 
Service of the Association with a 
copy of their paper, if possible, at 
least one month in advance of the 
meeting. This copy will be gladly ac- 
cepted in place of the abstract men- 
tioned in No. 1 above, or in place 
of copy mentioned in No. 2. Two 
uses are made of this material: (1) 
Quotations or abstrdcts from the 
papers are printed for the use‘*of 
newspaper men at the meeting, and for 
delegates who desire to have informa- 
tion for reporting their attendance at 
the meeting and for newspaper stories 
upon their return home. (2) Selec- 
tions from papers for the press associ- 
ations are made to be used as advance 
copy. All such material is mailed at 
least ten days in advance by the vari- 
ous press associations. This early 
copy enables the National Tubercu- 
losis Association to secure many times 
the amount of publicity that could be 
secured merely by a telegraphic re- 
port from the meeting place. Speak- 
ers are urged to cooperate in securing 
this publicity. 

3. Each session of the program is 
limited to three hours. ., Two types of 
session are indicated on the program. 
In one type a reporter presents a gen- 
eral outline of the topic under discus- 
sion, being given plenty of time for 
this purpose.

program are limited in their presenta- 
tions, both as to time and subject 
matter. The other types of session, 
similar to that in vogue for several 
years, includes a number of papers re- 
lated or unrelated with special or 
general discussion. The allotment of 
time for such papers shall be limited 
by the chairman and is designated 
on the program. The length of the 
paper to be published in the Trans- 
actions is not limited to the length of 
time allowed for presentation at the 
time of the meeting. General discus- 
sion from the floor is limited in all 
cases to 4 minutes except at the dis- 
cretion of the chairman. No discus- 
sion will be published in the Trans- 
actions unless a written copy of the 
remarks of the discussor is placed in 
the hands of the secretary of the ses- 
sion at the time of the meeting or 
forwarded to the National Association 
within two weeks after the meeting. 

4. In a number of National As- 
sociations papers are not read in full, 
the author of the paper taking not 
over 10 minutes, when the reading of 
the entire paper with details of ex- 
periments might take 30 to 40 min- 
utes. The Program Committee re- 
quests authors of papers to follow this 
procedure and to speak from notes 
in order to conserve time. The com- 
plete paper may be published in the 
Transactions. 

5. It is suggested that wherever 
possible the various sessions of the 
different sections be confined to one 
or more allied subjects. From year 
to year the Program Committee of 
the National Association may sug- 
gest to the various section chairmen 
subjects which are timely and of gen- 
eral importance. 

6. No person shall be permitted 
to read more than two papers in any 
one section. 

7. Papers shall not be read in the 
absence of the author unless by special 
vote of the members of the section 
present upon recommendation of the 
chairman. Papers that are not read 
may be published in abstract in the 
Transactions. Speakers unavoidably 
absent shall not be expected to pro- 
vide substitutes, unless so requested by 
the section chairman in advance of the 
meeting.

Child Hygiene Model of 
Michigan Bureau 

The Michigan Bureau of Child 
Hygiene has an attractive model to 
illustrate how babies may be given 
sun baths. The model is divided into 
two sections. One section is a sum- 
mer scene with a lawn in front, di- 
vided into four spaces by white fences. 
In each space on a white blanket lies 
a doll exposed for a sun bath. The 
first has his arms exposed, the second 
his arms and knees, the third his arms, 
knees, legs and feet, and the fourth 
is entirely exposed to the sun. The 
length of time for each exposure is 
given on a card attached to each space. 

The second section shows a winter 
scene through the open window of a 
very bright room. In beds placed in 
the patch of sunlight coming through 
open windows are more dolls appro- 
priately dressed for exposure of the 
sun’s rays.

Who Is Dr. Morrison? 


In a recent issue of the New York 
Evening Graphic, there is an editorial 
over the name of Bernarr MacFad- 
den in which he quotes a Dr. Morri- 
son as saying that vaccination is the 
most prolific cause of tuberculosis. 
Dr. J. Morrison is referred to as fol- 
lows: 

“J. Morrison, M.D., Ph.D., M. 
A., M.B., formerly member of the 
Medical Council, examiner in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Ontario, Canada, and professor of 
chemistry and toxicology in the medi- 
cal department of the National Uni- 
versity at Washington, D. C., and a 
specialist in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis.” 

It is astonishing to see how far one 
can go in quoting authority. Joseph 
Morrison, M.D., was born in Canada 
in 1848. He has written articles on as- 
tronomy, physics, mathematics and 
for four years was professor of chem- 
istry, toxicology and medical juris- 
prudence in the Medical Department 
of the National University of Wash- 
ington, 1885-1889. This institution 
went out of business a number of 
years ago. It is assumed apparently 
that his work in astronomy and his 
articles in the Transits of Mercury 
and Venus make him a tuberculosis 
specialist. The only brochure that 
can be found on vaccination by J. 
Morrison is a paper published in Lon- 
don in 1868.

(Tuberculosis flour- 
ishes on fatigue.) 


Worry from morning till night, and learn to enjoy 
it. Never play; both inwardly and outwardly be as 
sour as you can. 


Keep constipated. Drink no water; eat no fruit. 


If you have infected tonsils or pus in your gums or 
elsewhere ~# forerunners of such things as rheuma- 
tism, heart trouble and Bright’s disease «& do noth- 
ing about it. 


After the age of forty pay no attention to the sud- 
den appearance of persistent lumps or other possible 
early signs of cancer (which, if taken in time, can 


generally be checked or cured). 


If you get out of breath easily, sleep poorly, feel 
run-down, or experience pain, just cling to these 
rules. Try earnestly to die from some disease that 
is preventable. 


When people say that everyone—whether ailing or 
well—should have a health examination by one’s 
physician every year, and also visit one’s dentist 
regularly, tell them you don’t believe in such stuff. 
Tell them you want to be uncomfortable, inefficient 
and short-lived.
